DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-5 and 7-1 0 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: Although the prior art of record shows similar latch mechanisms 
none show applicant's concept of a release lever having a slot and an inertia lever 
having a tab where the tab engages the slot in a normal positions and disengages the 
slot to block motion of the release lever during impact. The prior art of record shows slot 
and tab engagement but does not show the engagement in the positions as claimed 
and are often opposite to the claimed language. The examiner can find no reason to 
combine or modify the prior art without the use of hindsight or without destroying the 
prior art reference.
